GROWERS PROFIT BY WATER 
RATES 
Boatload lots of citrus fruits, ship- 





Yped by Southern California growers 


as an experiment and at a rate ap- 
proximately 33 per cent lower than 
rail freight costs, have arrived in 
New York in good condition, accord- 
ing to advices from that city. 

The experiment, which it is believ- 
ed may lead to the shipping of fruits 
and vegetables via water to eastern 
market centers, proved decisively that 
rail freight rates are so high that 
shippers consequently lose money. 

Writing in the Brooklyn Dail Ea- 
gle, Clarence Hebb comments on the 
shipments of fruits and vegetables 
from the Pacific Coast to New York 
via water, as follows: e 

The other day there arrived in 
Philadelphia from California, a cargo 
of oranges and lemons, shipped by 
the California Fruit Growers Ex- 
change as a test of the water route. 
It was the first shipment by water. 
The cost of transportation, it is stat- 
ed, was 33 per cent less than the 
cost by rail. 

The shipment took 21 days to come, 
but the fruit was in good condition 
when it arrived. Part of the cargo 
had been put in refrigeration and 
part between decks, as an experi- 
ment. It was found that, as one ob- 
server put, “the results were sur: 
prising.” There was virtually no 
deterioration, and the part of the 
cargo that was in refrigeration kept 
no better than that between decks. 
Onions from the Coachella Valley 
were the first to go by ship, and the 
California Vegetable Union estimated 
that 200 carloads of onions would be 
sent East by water this season. Like: 
wise 1000 carloads of celery, lettuce, 
and cauliflower are to come East by 
the water route. 

The railroads have a rate of $1.664%4 
a hundred pounds for carrying onions 
from Los Angeles to New York. The 
water route is 65 cents a hundred— 
though in the case of the Coachella 
Valley produce there is a rail charge 
to Los Angeles of 35 cents a hundred. 
Even at that the rafl rate exceeds 
the water rate by two-thirds. 

But that isn’t all the bill of par- 
ticulars. A railroad exegtuive said 
to the writer the other day: 

“The New Haven railroad is laying 
ties today that were brought from 
the Pacific Coast by the water route 
at a cost of $18 a thousand, It would 


have cost $37 a thousand to bring 
those ties across the continent by 
rail.” 


Thus the railroads themselves are 
finding rail rates too ehigh! 

Steamship rates for freight moving 
between the Pacific Coast and the 
Atalntie Coast, generally speaking, 
are a quarter to a third less than the 
trancontinental rail rates. The ship 
rate lumber (not including ties) 
from the Pacifie was recently reduced 
from $25 to $20 a thousand feet and 
lumber is coming by water.
